The new church at Marino, Fair- 
view, Dublin, has been constructed 
on the simplest possible lines in a 


free treatment of modern Italian architecture, 
and built of concrete. finished in stucco on 
the exterior. The roof is covered with Roman 
tiles, which are very characteristic of this 
style, and will harmonise with the surround- 
ing buildings. 

The church consists of nave, giving clear 
space for benching and passages of 127 ft. 
by 55 ft. wide, and will accommodate ap- 
proximately 2 000 people, with large gallery. 
There is a spacious sanctuary, measuring 
55 ft. x 20 ft., exclusive of a semi-circular 
apse, measuring 44 ft. wide x 20 ft. deep, in 
which the H:gh Altar has been erected. The 
sanctuary gives ample accommodation for 
Side Altars. 

The entire length of this building, including 
porches, apse and walls, is 198 ft., and the 
width over all is 60 ft., the height to ceiling 
level 52 ft. and to ridge 68 ft. 

The front entrance doors are placed in a 
deeply-recessed, semi-circular arch, and give 
entrance to the nave through spacious 
porches, with staircases rising from same to 
the galleries.

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BARYIES MINING NEAR 
SLIGO, 


INDUSTRY WITH BIG 
POSSIBILITIES. 


Sligo people, and particularly those resid- 
ing in the Mullaghmore and Gleniffe districts, 
are expecting great things from the enter- 
prise of Barium Consolidated Ltd., a com- 
pany recently formed with a capital of 
£175,000, for the purpose of working a rich 
lode of barytes found in the Benbulben 
Mountains. 

Barytes is a mineral which, after proper 
treatment, has no fewer than seventy distinct 
uses, the principal one being for the mana- 
facture of paint, for which about 50 per cent.

of the output is used. It is also largely 
used in the manufacture of explosives, 
enamels, glazing ware, etc. The Co. Sligo 


lode is an extremely rich one, and the, com- 
pany expect to have an output of 50,000 tons 
per year when in full ha x order. - This 
amount, it is interesting to note, is just half 
the quantity used annually in the British 
Isles, and because of the purity of the Ben- 
bulben barytes they are confident of a ready 
market, 

An important thing about the new com- 
pany is that their grading plant will enable 
them to prevent even the slightest variation 
in the quality of their product. Owing, how- 
ever, to the unusual purity of the mineral 
in this district this plant will not have to 
be used very much. 

At present the number of men employed 
varies between 60 and 100, but the concern 
is not by any means near full working order 
yet, and when it is the number will be about 
300 at, least. 

Already the first mill is practically com- 
plete and will be working within the next 
few weeks. At. least two more will be built, 
and very probably three. Of the machinery 


as the process of manufacture is a closely 
guarded secret. 

A railway line has been constructed be- 
tween the site of the mills at Gleniffe and 
the Mullaghmore Harbour, a distance of 8 
miles, and this iv itself is a marvellous en- 
gineering feat, the line being taken to a 
level of 15,000 feet up a gradient which in 
some places is as steep as one in three. The 
difficulty of inducing railway trucks up such 
a gradient is being overcome very cleverly 
by using the loaded trucks on the down 
journey to draw up the empty ones, special 
gear having been installed on portion of the 
line for this purpose. 

Mullaghmore Harbour, from which the 
mineral will be exported, is admirably suited 
for the purpose. Though small, it ts very ac- 
cessible and well protected, making loading 
and unloading easy and safe in all weathers. 


Four: hundred ton vessels will be 
used, but, as an _ instance of what 
can be. done, it may be mentioned 


that in January last an 800 ton steamer 
arrived with a cargo of rails and machinery, 
and had no difficulty in berthing and dis- 
charging. Incidentally, a steamer = which 
called recently got a cargo of kelp for her 
return journey, kelp-making being carried on 
extensively in the district. 

Barium Consolidated is controlled by a 
trust, with a capital of £10,000.600, which 
has on hands forty-two similar undertakings 
all over the world. Eighty per cent. of these 
are dividend-paying concerns, the remainder 
being, like Barium Consolidated, in the de- 
velopment stages. The trust’s method cf 
working is to take up a proposition, finance 
it until it is working, then place the shares 
on the market, but continue its control.

The fifteenth of May saw 
the Blue Nile, len to a mighty 
torrent at its source, ‘go roaring down in 
a muddy swirl to Khartum, there to be 
i by the influx of its sister river, 
the White Nile, likewise swollen by the 
heavy spring rains of Equatorial Africa. 


CUTTING THE DYKES. 


T r the two rivers, now one, swept 
ward—the Blue Nile still preserving 

its colour and identity for a further three 
hundred miles—between parallel ridges of 
barren sandstone hills. Twice in its 
course massive blocks of masonry Jay in 
the way; at Sennar and at Aswan two 
gi ic dams bestrode the path of the 
mighty river. Yet no man-made thing 
could stem the force of the Nile in flood, 
and the sinice gates have been left wide 
open since June, allowing the roaring 
torrent to rush madly through at the rate 
of 15,000 tons of water per second, and 
emerge from the sunken channel between 
the hills, a few miles above Gizeh. 
By the beginning of July public criers 
in Cairo had begun to announce the 
height of the river every day. When the 
“ Nileometer “” on the island of Er Rodah 
showed that the water was sixteen cubits 
above normal, official permission was given 
to cut dykes and open sluices, amid 
general rejoicing. .

As 
the water sinks, it leaves a rich top- 


to such an extent that, with little care, 
three crops grow in succession. 

As the flood begins to subside. the 
sluices in the dams up-comntry are closed, 
and new waters are conserved for further 
irrigation of the land that was known in 
ancient days as “The Granary of the 
World.”’

THE FREE STATE FORESTRY 


BILL. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Sin.—When I heard that a Forestry Bill 
had been brought forward I was in hopes 
that at last something would be done to 


encourage planting, but this is not so. For 


oing on until at present, in many parts of 
the Eoin hl si few trees left. The 
urgent necessity for re-planting has heen long 
recognised, but until recently nothing 
practical was done. The Forestry Branch of 
the Department of Agriculture are now doing 
good work in certain localities with the funds 
available, but they cannot do a pé deal. 

Under the Finance Acts planted land, 
though producing no revenue, is liable for 
full income tax under Schedule A, and one- 
third of Schedule B tax. There is no appeal. 
as in the case of other unprofitable land, Ii 
the present bill becomes law, an owner of 
planted tand will continue to pay income tax 
on the land, which will probably produce no 
income during his life-time, though he will 
have incurred heavy ex in planting. 
He will not be allowed to cut bis own trees, 
even for his own wse, nor will he be per- 
mitted to thin his plantations or dispose of 
his mature timber without the intervention 
of a Government official. On the other hand, 
if he allows trees te be cut, or fails to keep 
his plantation properly fenced and protected 
from injury by trespass, he becomes liable to 
heavy fines. 

This bill might be fairly described as a bill 
further to discourage planting in Ireland. 1 
hope that our legislators will see to it that 
the bill never becomes law.—-Yours. etc..

called Cornelius Gillis, and his island was 
supposed to lie some hundred miles from 
Cape Mary Harmsworth, Franz .oseí 
Land. After an interval of a century 
another explorer verified his story, but 
altered the location. It was confirmed 
thirty years afterwards by a British 
traveller, and the evidence was considered 
so satisfactory that Gillis Land appeared 
on our map. 

Now, however, it is lost. Professo 
Samoylovitch, who went forth to search 
lor Captain ‘Amundseu, reports that his 
party have explored the whole area on 
which the island was supposed to be 
situated, and have found nothing. His 
conclusion is that the land does not exist. 


A LAKE OF GULD. 


At the present moment a private ex 
ploring party Is on the way to the 
Columbian Andes to test mysterious 
accounts of a wonderful lake of gold. 
Eminent geographers and antiguaries are 
extremely sceptical. According to one ex- 
plorer, he found in the seclusion of these 
mountains, more than ten thousand fee‘ 
above the sea, one of the five sacred lakes 
cf the Chibcha Indians. 

Jt was an act of worship of their gods 
to throw articles of pure gold into this 
lake. There the treasures remained. In 
addition to this rich hoard. it was said 
that, after the Spanish conquest, the 
whole of the gold and jewels belenging to 
the king of the tribe and his people were 
consigned to the waters rather than that 
they should fall inte the hands of the 
conquerors, Some years ago a lake was 
located and drained, but only a small 
quantity of treasure was found It was 
objected that this could hot have been the 
veal jake of gold. It has been described 
as a myth by Spanish authorities. Yet 
more than one traveller reported that he 
had seen it, and had a vision of the gold 
in its depths. 


A MYSTERIOUS TERRITORY. 


We are still awaiting confirmation 
almost fabulous stories of a wenderiul 
unknown country in the Arctic, lying 
between the Porcupine and Colville rivers 
If they prove to be true, we shall he 
thrilled by the most wonderful discovery 
of our time. 

It was less than five years ago that 
famous traveller declared that he had 
confirmed the reports that, a little more 
than two thousand miles from Vancouver, 
there is a mysterious territory of more 
than 36,000 square miles, which is stil! 
inhabited by the great mastodons that 
wandered about the earth millions >! 
years ago. It is said that this country 
is dotted with vast lakes of oil, and is se 
rich in minerals that they stick right up 
out of the ground. Truly such a land 
would be a marvellous discovery. It 
would thrill the world’s financiers as 
much as it would thrill the world's youth, 


Just at 
present it is a precious portion of lost 
property. An enterprising American 


rty of explorers and men of science set 
orth some while ago and failed to locate 
it. Now another well-equipped expedt- 
tion is getting ready. Nevertheless, the 
distinguished trave'lers who foregather at 
our own Royal Geographical Society are 
frankly sceptical. 
It is obvious, however, that explorert 
need not be unemployed. Those with the 
spirit of adventure cannot compiain that 
there are no new worlds to conquer. A‘ 
a fact, there are nearly fifty named 
islands dotted about the globe which can 
be regarded as lost property. Like Gillis 
Land, they have been reported at some 
time and not sighted again. They ma: 
exist, but we shall not be positive until 
they have been newly found.

It was a matter of common knowledge that 
the Church Times, shortly after the issue the 
that judgment, referred to their Church as 
® Church in fetters. Their Canons were 
made and their Prayer Book was drawn up 
iu free and unfettered consultation of clergy 
and people. They were free to make them, 
as they were free to alter them. They had 
to apply to no Parliament for its sanction 
nor to any other external authority whatever. 
As the late Provost of Trinity College, 
Dublin, wrote, not long before his death: 
““ One rng. advantage of disestablishment 
is that the Church makes its own laws, and 
that consequently there can be no excuse on 
the part of its ministers.. If ‘they wish for 
a change in any particular, they ought- to 
set about making it in a constitutional way. ' 
Anyone who knew anything of the chaos in 
England, continued Dr. Harden, ought to be 
glad to remember the words’ with which 
the preface to their Irish Prayer Book con- 


cludes: “What is imperfect with peace is. 


often better than what is otherwise more 
excellent without it.” 

Dr. Harden went on to say that all of them 
ought to make an effort to increase in the 
diocese interest in the missionary work of the 
Church. The returns from the parishes of 
the subscriptions towards their own missionary 
were not encouraging. Finally, he thanked 
the members of the Synod for the friendliness 
and kindly welcome which they had extended 


to him.

The 
knowledge that they and their families 
could receive the best nursing and the 
best treatment in a great hospital on fixed 
and reasonable terms would bring vast 
relief to these men’s minds. For such 
treatment in London, as the Daily 
Telegraph informs us, the estimated cost 
is seven guineas a week, plus the medical 
fees as assessed by the almoner. Addfess- 
ing the Companions of Saint Patrick 
yesterday, Sir Thomas Myles made a 
strong plea for the introduction of some 


hospitals. In the absence of rich bene- 
factors, such a scheme probably must be 
based upon an organised system of 


Sir Thomas Myles and most of his 
colleagues are heartily suspicious—a sacri- 
fice of the hospitals’ independence in 
return for subventions from the State. 


The Recent Hurricane. 


The hurricane which swept over Porto 
Rico and Palm Beach last month was 
described, in the American Red’ Cross 
appeal for relief contributions, as “the 
most destructive in the history of the 
West Indies.’’ Hundreds of lives were 
lost, and probably £30,000,000 would be a 
moderate estimate of the damage to 
property. Porto Rico is a small and 
densely-populated island, and the destruc- 
tion of their coffee and tobaceo. crops 
creates a serious problem for a very large 
number of its inhabitants, Communica- 
tions on the island have broken down, and 
the description of San Juan, “largely un- 
roofed and water-soaked, after three days 
of tropical sun, without water or garbage 
removal,’’ makes us realise how easily the 
organisation of a modern city may be put 
out of joint. The roar of the hurricane is 
said to have resembled the sound of a 
train rushing through a tunnel. The 
region between the West Indies and South 
Carolina is subject regularly to these un- 
pleasant visitations, and it is difficult to 
see how life and property may be pro- 
tected against them. It is curious that 
Miami, which was struck by the last 
notable hurricane—on September 16th, 
1926—only escaped very narrowly from the 
disaster that occurred on September 18th 
two years later. One strange feature. of 
the hurricane may be noted. Although ic 
passed along a region east of the Gulf of 
Mexico, which normally contains a good 
deal of shipping, no large ship was lost.

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‘| PIANOFORTE RECITAL. 


A .VIENNESE PROFESSOR. 
Dr.. Eduard Beninger, of Vienna, had only 
a small audience for his pianoforte recital at 
the Abbey Theatre, Dublin, yesterday; but 
the bói was given primarily, I understand, 
for members of the Board of the Royal Irish 
Academy of Music. Dr. Beninger was an- 
nounced as a pupil of Busoni and D’ Albert, 
author of works on the technique of piano- 
forte playing, and editor of new: editions of 
Schubert and other classical composers. 
A masician’s prowess as a performer is not 
of first im nce as a criterion of teaching 
ability. In Dublin itself, as it happens, the 
best teacher of the pianoforte at present is 
one who never to my knowledge has per- 
formed in public. In some cases there is the 
nestion of nerves; in others, it is simply 
that a successful and busy teacher has not 
the time for adequate practice and muscular 
exercise. 
Dr. Beninger’s performance was interesting 
musically, and also was useful in indicating 
certain points for consideration in assessin 
his probable value as a teacher. It showe 
him, for example to have some force of 
character, his style being masterful in kind. 
Although this was a show occasion, he had 
the courage to avoid over-phrasing, and he 
gave the audience his own ideas.of the music. 
n the “Moonlight ” sonata the avoidance 
of over-phrasing and the building-up of mas- 
sive effects in the closing section had a good 
effect; but the same methods applied later 
yielded a drasticaly unconventional version 
of the Chopin Ballade in A flat major. The 
yi was bold and masterful, but it 
brought the.composer’s music rather severely 
into subjection to the player's individuality. 
The criticism relates to the detail of inter- 
pretation. As an indication of commanding 
personality, the performances were, in a 
sense, to the oof. 

The other useful indication was that con- 
cerning method of tone-production.. Here Dr. 
Beninger made a good impression. He knows 
how to evoke expressive variety of tone from 
the Steinway, and he balanced the tones

THE THEOLOGY OF MR. WELLS, 


DR. MAJOR ADDRESSES AUDIENCE 
2,000 AT CHURCH

A defence of the Modernist position was 


undertaken by Canon B, H. Streeter, of 
Hereford, at the Church Congress at 
Cheltenham yesterday, 

Modernism, he said, had been a good 


deal in the limelight recently ; but beyond 


the broad fact that Modernists were very 
wicked people, the light did not appear 
4, have clarified their aims and inten- 
qons. 

He defined Modernists as “a group of 
persons who, looking round on a civilisa- 
tion that is likely to perish for lack of a 
religion, wish to offer it a religion which 
js intellectually a possible one.’’ » 

The Modernists believed that the Church 
should try to make its theol y in- 
tellectually the best possible, and, having 
done 80, should popularise the results. 


THE THEOLOGY OF MR. WELLS. 

“For the discussion of moral and 
religious questions,’ added the Canon, 
“the younger generation of the class 
sufficiently educated to enjoy plays ‘and 
novels, and not wholly frivolous, are 
largely dependent on writers like Mr. 
Bernard Shaw and Mr. H. G. Wells; and, 
since so many people do go to Mr. Wells 
for their theology, you will, I think, agree 
with me that it is a matter for congratula- 
tion that, taken over a period of years, 
Mr. Wells's theology has steadily im- 
yroved. 
' “Anyone who aspires to present these 
people with a theology which he believes 
to be superior philosophically or ethically 
to that of Mr. Wells must imitate Mr. 
Wells to the extent of thinking, writing 
and “preaching in the language of the 
contemporary world, and he must express 
himself in relation to its conceptions. 
That is what the Modernist is trying to 


go. 

“The Modernist is engaged on a diffi- 
rult, and even risky, process; but, if he 
shirks it, nobody else will attempt it. The 
masses had begun to ask questions. They 
knew that what was once sup to be 
unquestionable was questioned, and they 
were aware that religious belief in the 
form they had come across it in Sunday 
school and in the average sermon was 
yejected by a large number of the educated 
classes.

Canon Sireeter concluded: ' Under 
modern conditions, if the Chureh desires 
to speak to the world with the voice of 
authority, it must first compel outsiders 
to recognise that there is within the 
Church a body of investigators who are 
in no way bound to defend established 
positions, but are free to follow truth.’’ 


THE ANGLO-CATHOLIC VIEW. 

\ reference to the controversy over Dr. 
Major was made by Canon E. G. Selwyn, 
of Havant, who stated the Anglo-Catholic 
viewpoint. Anglo-Catholicism, he said, 
stood or fell with fidelity to what was 
liberal, no less than what was Catholic 
in its principles. In the conflict now pro- 
ceeding there were many of them who 
could not associate themselves with Lord 
Halifax, but were in substantial agree- 
ment with the Bish of Gloucester. 

Many of them believed that the dis- 
tinctive witness of Anglo-Catholicism was 
never more needed than it was to-day. 
On one side they were, told to super- 
annuate the Christian creeds in favour of 
what was vaguely called “ modern 
thought’: on the other hand, leaders of 
the Church, whose hearts were sometimes 
stronger than their heads, would have 
them bargain away the Church's apostolic 
ministry for some nebulous vision of pan- 
J’rotestant reunion. 

“The task of the Catholic movement is 
plainer, less sensational, less popular, 
than cither-of these,” he said. “It is to 
prevail upon the Church of England to be 
true to itself, and not to dimimish or to 
compromise or run away from one jot or 
tittle of its own glorious inheritance. 

‘Tl am speaking for every section of the 
(atholic movement to-day, when I say 
that no question of forms or ceremony 18 
for us comparable in importance with the 
faithful and vigilant maintenance of those 
first principles of faith and order which 
we share with the Catholic Church of all 
ages and places.”’ 


THE EVANGELICAL POSITION. 


The Rev. C. M. Chavasse, of Oxford, 
stating the Evangelical position, said that 
there were signs that the Ev ica 
would rally as one body to maintain “* the 
fundamental doctrine of the Church of 
ngland ’’—namely, the supremacy of 
Holy Scripture.

Dr. Major said that he did not propose 
to discuss the céntroversial issues involv- 
ing any Church formularies, includin 
Oreeds. He intended: to deal only wit 
the practicable interpretation of the 
Christian faith distinctive to the English 
Church. This he held to be nearer 
present-day realities. The most con- 
po characteristic of the English 
Chutch’s interpretation of the Christian 
faith was its comprehensiveness. 

“ That comprehensiveness, at which our 
opponents sneer as the fatuous effort of 
housing three religions under one rool, 
may not at times Te a very comfortable 
proceeding, but'is an immensely profitable 
one. It makes for the many-sidedness ol 
Church life.” 


GENIUS OF THE CHURCH. 
Other characteristics of the English in- 
terpretation of the Christian faith were 
its reasonableness ; the stress on its moral 
character; the Church’s consciousness of 
fallibility, and the fact that it was 
English. 

“Would that our Church's teachers 
to-day could realise the extreme value of 
the English interpretation of the faith— 
not simply for the English people at home 
and beyond the seas, but for humanity-~ 
and so shun the popular ecclesiastical vice 
of continentalising our theology. The 
enius of the English Church, and we say 
It in humble gratitude to the Spirit of 
God, is much too great and too precious 
to be enslaved or betrayed. 

“Her value for her own peoples and 


to herself, and not looking outside herself, 
save only to God for guidance and 
authority.’’ ; 

Dr. Major was again cordially  ap- 
plauded at the close of his address, which 
passed without incident. 


OTHER VIEWS. 

Canon Quick, of Carlisle, urged that 
the essential principles of Catholicism, 
Evangelicism, and Modernism were not 
really jncompatible. 

Canon Wilson said :—‘‘ Anglo-Catholics, 
Evangelicals and Modernists are all 
mongrels, but, as is well known, mongrels 
are always more interesting than 
thoroughbreds, and generally more in- 
telligent.”’ 

Canon Goudge, of Oxford, said :—‘‘ In 
practical matters the Englishman never 
feels safe in trusting any judgment but 
his own, and shoots the expert at sight ; 
but the Englishman has gne characteristic 
—he was sure that religion which did not 
bring with it a high standard of conduct 
was a worthless religion.”

FATHER WOODLOCK’S

“ GROSSLY OFFENSIVE 
INNUENDOES.”’ 


The Rev. Father F. Woodlock replied at 
Farm - street Roman Catholic Church, 
Mayfair, London, last night to the 
address of the Bishop of Gloucester at the 
Church Congress at Cheltenham on 
Tuesday. 

“I want to say a word of comment,”’ 
said Father Woodlock, “ on the Bishop of 
Gloucester’s attack on the Pope, and his 
quite unptoved, umprovable and grossly 
offensive, innuendoes against the honesty 
of Catholics and their loyal submission to 
the teaching authority of their Church. 

“The Bishop regretted that it was not 
possible to invite any representatives of 
the’ Roman Catholic Church to the Con- 
gress owing to the unfriendly attitude of 
the Pope and the English Roman 
Catholics, and said :— 

‘We know that there are man 
members of the Roman Catholic Churc 
in all countries who are dissatisfied with 
the tyranny of the Italian curia, and 
resent the intolerant attitude it adopts 
towards modern thought. I believe that 
there are movements of thought in the 
Church of Rome which even its discipline 
will not be able to restrain.’ 

“ This suggestion,”’ said Father Wood- 
lock, “is a ‘most offensive accusation 
against the sincerity of the members of 
the Catholic Church, who believe that out- 
wardly to recite the Creed, while inwardly 
rejecting its Articles, is a shocking insult 
to Almighty God.

During his tour of the camp the Prince 
found much to interest him in the attire, 
ornaments and weapons of the chiefs and 
men. He handled their spears and swords, 
and ‘learned about their styles of hair- 
dressing. 

When he left the whole mass of two 
thousand Africans swarmed round his car, 
waving spears, shiclds, bows, arrows and 
knives, while they shouted, danced and 
chanted in a hundred tongues. i 

The photographs presented to the chiefs 
show the Prince full length in the uniform 
of the Welsh Guards. During the visit 
to the camp a private Moth aeroplane 
circled low above it to give many of the 
Africans their first sight of an aeroplane.

All the 
advantages of a modern hospital were 
within the reach of. the- poor: te-day, and 
he (Sir Thomas) asked were they going 
to deny these, advantages to the over- 
burdened ratepayer who supported a wife 
and family and was quite incapable “of 
meeting the expenses that an elaborate 
examination such as that in a case of 
cancer involved?’ A man whose income 
varied from £400 to £600 a year was 
surely as much entitled to the scientific 
advantages of those charitable institu- 
tions as were the poor. That was his 
justification for the present system. - 

The next point was the question of 
State subsidy. There was a great deal to 
be said for and against it; but he 
believed that the spirit of the general 
public was. against Government control. 
(Hear, hear.) He did not think that 
Government control was either economical 
or efficient. They had an etample of it 
in the telephone service. That service, he 
thought, had shortened the lives of. more 
people in Ireland than even cancer had 
done.

THE LESSONS OF HISTORY. 


The Archbishop of Walesvyesterday made 
an important pronouncement on the present 
crisis in the Church of England at the open- 
ing meeting of the governing body of the 
Church in Wales, held at Liandrindod Wells. 
This crisis, he said, was not confined to the 
Church of England. The Church in Wales 
would do well to realise her own position, 
and say no more than necessary. 

Soon after Welsh Disestablishment it was 
made clear that the Welsh Bishops were not 
being invited to those private meetings of 
the Church where the Prayer-Book and other 
important matters were discussed, 'Therefore, 
he wished to make it plain that the Revised 
Prayer-Book came forth solely with the 
authority of the Btate Church, 

Dealing with the case for the Book as 
presented by the Archbishops of Canterbury 
and York, the Archbishop of Wales said that 
it was declared that the Revised Book re- 

nted the overwhelming decision of the 
blished Church. Some had grave mis- 
ings about that. It had the overwhelming 
support of the Church Assembly, but was 
that wholly representative of the views of 
Churchmen throughout the country. 

The Established Church must represent the 
views-of the Whole people, and if the ques- 
tion of disestablishment was raised it would 
be settled by the Imperial Parliament and 
not the Church Assembly, and an infringe- 
ment upon personal liberty would never be 
tolerated by the people of the country. 

No religion was without its symbols. The 
sacraments of the Church were pregnant 
symbols and possessed the thing they signi- 
fied, but they were to each man what he 
interpreted them. ‘These differences of inter- 
pretation had bean the mother of the division 
in the-Church, as history proved.

LAMBS PREDOMINATE AND 
SELL WELL,

From Ove AGRICULTURAL CORRESPONDENT, 


BALLINASLOE, Wednesday. 

This was the second day of the Great 
October Fair, and most of the business was 
done on the hill behind the church, over- 
looking the Fair Green. Lambs, as neual, 
predominated, and most of the sellers were 
small fiockowners, though some large ones 
were also represented. 

Buyers attended well, but owing to the 
attitude of sellers trade proceeded slowly at 
the outset. When, however, it was seen that 
prices ruling on Tuesday would not neces- 
sarily be repeated, lots changed hands more 
easily at values which were better than those 
of this time twelve months, the improvement 
amounting to 3s. per head. In the majority 
of cases vendors were satisfied with the prices 
realised. 

A few choice quality lambs in small lots 
made as much as £0s., but it was hard to beat 
47s., a price at which Mesers. Salmons, Gurt- 
namona, sold 100 well-bred lambs to Mr. 
Delaney, Dublin 

Nice quality blackface lambs brought from 
33s. to 45s. and 46s., with white lambs 
ranging from Sls. to 40s. Some well-grown 
ewe hoggets shown to-day changed hands at 
58s. each, and a score of fat hoggets, pro- 
bably the best in the fair, were by Mr. 
Cahill, Ballinasloe, at 67s. 6d. On Tuesday 
some wether hoggets made 63s. 

Ewes did not meet much of a trade, but 
ope on offer changed hands at 50s. to 60s. 
each. 

Of the lamb trade generally it may be said 
that it was slow at first, Later on it sub- 
stantially improved, especially when sellers 
discovered that Tuesday’s prices would not 
be repeated. In this respect there was a 
special depressiun in whitefaces, though a 
good clearance was effected eventually, 

Among individual transactions may be 
mentioned the sale by Mr. Johnston, Ahas- 
eragh, of 60 lambs at 36s. each. Mr. F. 
Greene disposed of cross-bred lambs at 45s.. 
Mrs. Murray some lambs at 35s., and the 
Clonbrock Estate £0 cross-breds at 40s. 

KERRY CATTLE. 

Several hundred Kerry cattle and their 

crosses appeared on the Fair Green to-day 
and immediately attracted attention, Several 
lots of one to two years old were bought for 
the Clonbrock Estate at £8 5s. to £8 15s. per 
head. Other lots of bullocks and heifers 
brought up to £9 each, one lot of Kerry 
cattle being sold by Mr. Hallissy to Mr. 
Duignam. ‘ 
_ The railway transport arrangements were 
in charge of Superintendent F. Doyle, whe 
to-day despatched two special trains, com- 
prising sixty wagons, to the Counties Meath 
anl Dublin, most of the sheep and lambs 
going to stations for these two counties, the 
largest number of wagons going to Mullingar 
and Hill of Down, To one of these specials 
was attached eight horse-boxes fully loaded— 
three for England, two for Clonsilla, one for 
Cavan, one for Streamstowyn and one for 
Collooney. 

Supplies to-day were regarded as well up 
to the average, although there can be no 
doubt that the September Fair is affecting 
the importance of this fixture as an indicator 
of prices for the season.

NEED OF CHEAPER GAS. 


- 


POSITION OF DROGHEDA 
UNDERTAKING, 

Drogheda Corporation had before it last 
Tuesday night the report of Messrs. Brandon, 
Jamison and Company, auditors and ac- 
countants, on the working of the Corpora- 
tion's Gas Department for the year ending 
March ól last. The report, which the Gas 
Works’ Committee sent forward with their 
opinion: “That it was one of the best balance 
sheets that has been presented to them for a 
number of years and reflects great credit upon 
the general management of the works,” set 
out that the result of the working of the 
undertaking, after allowing for all expenses 
and after deducting £546 interest on Joans and 
£892 for depreciation, was a net profit of 
£697. 

The sales of gas realised £10,141 6s. 3d., 
as compared with £11,549 2s. 2d, for the 
previous year, a decrease of £],407 15s. 11d., 
due to the price of gas being reduced on the 
1st April, 1927, from 7s. 6d. to 68. 3d. per 
1,000 cubic feet, and from 6s. ód. to 5s. 10d. 
on the 1st October, 1927. Residual products 
realised £3,306, a decrease of £804 on the 
previous year; while the fittings department 
showed a profit of £521, an increase of £84. 
The gross profit on the undertaking for the 
year was £2,136 1s. 4d., an increase of £547 
on the previous year. 

PRICE OF COAL. 

The average price paid for coal purchased 
during the year was £1 15s. 4d. per ton, as 
compared with £2 15s. 9d. per ton for the 
previous year. 

Alderman O. Kierans moved: “ That, owin 
to the decrease in the contract price of oad 
and the reduction in the cost of discharging 
cargo, that the Gas Committee he directed to 
investigate and report back to the Council as 
to the advisability of reducing the price of 
gas to the consumers.’’ He said that in the 
year reviewed by the auditors’ report, they 
had made an extra profit of £540 on a re- 
duced sale of close on two million cubie feet 
of cas. 

THE SHANNON SCHEME. 

They were on the eve of a great develop- 
ment in the matter of heating and lighting in 
this country. In a very short time they 
would have the great Shannon scheme 
operating there, as elsewhere in the Free 
State, and it behoved them, as custodians of 
a municipal gas undertaking, to keep their 
little gasworks in the forefront, if not for 
lighting, at least for heating. With that 
object in view they should leave no avenue 
unexplored which would have a tendency to 
reduce the price of gas, because it was only 
by reducing the cost of gas to the consumer 
that they could hope to carry on at all. 

Other members concurred, and the motion 
was adopted unanimously.

ALLEGED ATTEMPTED FRAUD ON 
BOOKMAKER. 


(BEFORE MR. C MN) '

A VERY OLD STATUTE. 


RABBIT SHOOTING ON SUNDAYS. 
BEFORE MR. COLLINS.) 

Thomas Hodgins, 53 Nash street, Inchicore, 
was summoned by Messrs. A. J. Lalor and 
Arthur Rutledge for having, on Angust 19th 
last, entered illegally on the lands of Ballina- 
scorney in pursuit of game. On a second 
summons he was called upon to answer a 
complaint that on the same lands he used a 
gun to take rabbits on a Sencar; contrary 
to the Statute 27th of George III. 

Mr. E. H. Burne, solicitor, who prosecuted 
for the Irish Game Protection Association, 
said that-the case was brought under a very 
old statute, which stated that it was against 
the law to take a rabbit by means of a gun, 
snare, or any other instrument, on a Sunday. 
Mr. Lalor is the owner of the protected 
lands at Ballinascorney, and Mr. Rutledge, 
Inspector for the Association, was joined as 
complainant for the purpose of obtaining for 
the prosecutors one-third of any penalty 
imposed. 

nspector Rutledge gave evidence of find- 
ing Thomas Hodgins on the lands on that 
Sunday afternoon with a double-barrelled 
gun and a dead rabbit. He said that his 
father, who was fishing in a stream close by, 
had the licence for the gun. From him 
witness got a gun licence issued to John 
Hodgins. 

Mr. P. Vincent Brady (for the defence) 
contended that the service of the summons 
was wrong. There was no such person as 
Thomas Hedgins. 

The Justice held that there was no service 
and the case came to an end. 


SHOP HOURS PROSECUTION.

BAR ASSOCIATION’S GIFT. 


Mr. 'T. H. RB. Craig, Treasurer of the Bar 
Association of the Circuit and District Courts 
of the City and County of Dublin, presented 
a cheque for £10 on behalf of that body to 
Mr. G. P. Cussen, the Senior Justice, for 
the use of the poor box.

Colleges. It was decided to nominate the 
Rev. J. C. Breakey to the Education Board 
for appointment as Dr. Osborne’s successor. 
The Rev. A. H. Macpherson was nominated 
for appointment as chaplain of Mountjoy 
Prison.

Mr. Young, Crown Solicitor, who prose- 
cuted, pointed out that Druminard was one 
of the townlands scheduled under the Black 
Scab Order, and only immune varieties could 
be planted. 

Defendant said that the potatoes were set 
by mistake by his children, and he did not 
know until they came up. ide had no inten- 
tion of putting in Skerries. 

The magistrates, through the Chairman, 
said that they recognised the gravity of the 
case. They recommended a reduction of the 
penalty to £5.
